Convention  Board  Treasurer  J.  E. 
Lane  reported  to  the  ExicuUve  Commit¬ 
tee  ss  its  recent  quarterly  meeting  that 
for  the  first  five  months  of  the  present 
Convention  year  (November  through 
March)  Cooperative  Program  receipts 
were  up  $32,153.54  over  the  same  period 
a  year  ago. 

Designated  receipts  for  the  same  per¬ 
iod  were  $18,691.84  less  than  a  year  ago. 
However,  he  said  that  a  gift  of  $75,000 
to  Blue  Mountain  College  in  the  previous 
year  explained  the  difference. 

Both  Cooperative  Program  and  Desig¬ 
nated  receipts  for  the  five-month  period 
totalled  $603,526.59  as  compared  with 
$589,749  89  for  the  same  period  one  year 
ago. 

In  making  his  report,  Mr.  Lane  also 
made  a  plea  that  all  funds  be  sent 
through  the  State  Board  Office.  “If  this 
were  done”,  he  said,  “the  churches 
would  get  credit  for  their  gifts,  the  re¬ 
cord  would  be  better  and  the  full  amount, 
without  even  the  deduction  of  postage 
would  be  sent  immediately  to  the  desig¬ 
nated  object.” 

He  called  attention  to  several  recent 
gifts  that  were  sent  direct  that  would 
have  made  quite  a  difference  in  the 
report  had  they  been  sent  through  the 
Convention  Board  office.

in  the  Baptist  Record  was  authorized.  It 
was  explained  that  a  careful  check 
showed  that  some  advertising  was  ' be¬ 
ing  carried  at  less  than  cost  of  produc¬ 
tion  and  other  clases  at  cost  and  near 
cost. 

•  Frank  S.  Groner  of  the  Baptist  Mem¬ 
orial  Hospital,  Memphis,  appeared  be¬ 
fore  the  Committee  and  explained  that 
although  the  hospital  largely  serves 
Mississippi,  Arkansas  and  Tennessee, 
none  of  the  state  conventions  have  ever 
given  any  financial  support,  although 
Baptists  from  all  three  states  constitute 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  view  of  these 
facts  the  Committee  agreed  to  recom 
mend  to  the  Convention  Board  that  $10- 
000  per  year  be  allocated  from  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  receipts  for  three  years. 

The  Executive  Committee,  after  study¬ 
ing  the  matter,  and  hearing  Clyde  C. 
Wilson  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board, 
Dallas,  Texas,  recommended  that  the 
collection  of  dues  for  the  Ministers’  Re¬ 
tirement  fund.  Widow’s  Supplemental 
Plan  and  the  Board  of  Employees’  fund 
be  handled  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  In  Dallas,  Texas.  The  committee 
explained  that  this  would  result  in  a 
saving  of  a  sizeable  sum  of  money  and 
eliminate  keeping  a  set  of  books  in 
Jackson 

It  was  voted  to  present  the  facts  to 
the  members  of  the  Convention  Board 
by  mail  and  ask  them  to  vote  by  mail 
with  May  15  as  the  deadline  for  voting. 

Other  actions  of  the  committee  includ¬ 
ed:  Acceptance  of  the  resignation  of  Dr.

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Orr,  of  Arkansas  and 
Oklahoma,  the  first  appointees  to  do 
full-time  music  work  on  the'  foreign 
field,  will  teach  in  the  new  Baptist 
seminary  now  under  construction  in 
Cali,  Colombia.  Mr.  Ott,  a  fighter  pilot 
in  the  China-Burma  theatre  of  World 
War  II,  testified  before  the  Board  that 
for  a  time  he  averaged  flying  more  than 
one  mission  each  day,  totaling  over 
200.  He  said,  “1  know  of  only  one  other 
man  who  has  flown  that  many  missions. 

I  believe  God  brought  me  back  for  a 
purpose.  Now  I  know  that  purpose  is 
to  reach  people  for  Christ  through 
musk.” 

Another  former  Air  Fore#  pilot,  WiL 
liam  H.  Jackson,  Jr.,  of  Texas,  told  the 
Board  that  during  fighting  in  the  Orient 
ha  was  transferred  from  an  assignment 
as  co-pilot  on  •  B-24  to  P-31  fighter 
pianos.  Ho  said,  "The  eld  craw  crashed 
two  weeks  later  and  every  man  was 
injured.  God  had  a  purpose  for  me. 
Mine  was  among  tho  first  group  of 
pianos  to  land  in  Japan.  Now  I  go  back 
with  a  different  sort  of  bomb,  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.” 

Franklin  Calvin  Parker,  of  Florida, 
also  appointed  for  Japan,  told  the  Board 
that  he  was  sent  to  the  Army  language 
School  at  Yale  University  to  study  the 
Japanese  language.  While  conversing 
with  some  Japanese  sailors  on  ships 
he  was  guarding,  he  first  felt  a  stirring 
of  interest  in  helping  to  meet  the  spir¬ 
itual  needs  of  these  perplexed  and  de¬ 
feated  people.  “I  do  not  believe  God 
would  have  given  me  an  opportunity  to 
learn  the  language  of  the  Japanese  with¬ 
out  a  purpose  for  its  use,”  he  said.

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NON-SEC  REGATED  SCHOOLS 

The  prevailing  sentiment  of  the  South 
la  for  segregated  schools.  This  senti¬ 
ment  prevails  among  the  masses  of  the 
negroes  -as  well  as  among  the  white 
people.  The  negroes  have  their  own 
schools  and  prefer  theirs  to  any  other 
type  of  school. 

This  is  true  whether  the  school  Is  a 
state  school  or  a  religious  school.  The 
masses  of  our  boys  and  girls  do  not 
want  to  mix  with  the  negroes  on  the 
basis  of  social  equality  to  get  their 
education.  Our  leaders  may  have  to 
learn  this  lesson  the  hard  way,  but 
learn  it  they  will. 

In  a  democracy  people  must  be  given 
the  right  to  choose  their  school  associ¬ 
ates  and  their  institutions  of  learning. 
The  peace  and  unity  of  the  races  of 
the  South  has  been  best  served  by 
segregation.

I  am  pleading  for  time  and  for  com¬ 
mon  seme  to  be  exercised  before  mod¬ 
ernism  and  communistic  Influences  lead 
os  into  a  trap  from  which  we  cannot 
extricate  ourselves.

SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  IN  CHINA 

Six  Southern  Baptist  missionaries 
came  but  of  Communist  China  in  Feb- 
uary.  Nine  remain  there;  but  they  have 
made  application  for  exit  permits. 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
explains  this  exodus  from  China;  “The 
decision  to  come  out  of  China  is  that 
of  the  missionaries  themselves.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Board  to  stand  by  the 
conviction  of  the  individual  missionaries 
in  such  matters.  These  missionaries 
stayed  there  during  World  War  II.  They 
are  leaving  China  now  because  develop¬ 
ments  have  convinced  them  that  their 
continued  presence  under  present  cir¬ 
cumstances  will  severly  hinder  Chinese 
Christians  in  their  Christian  activities 
and  will  constitute  a  source  of  grave 
danger  to  them. 

"Some  of  these  missionaries  were  im¬ 
prisoned  for  one  or  two  years  during 
World  War  II.  They  stayed  then  because 
they  were  convinced  they  could  do  good 
by  staying.  That  is,  they  felt  they  could 
help  support  Chinese  Christians.  They 
returned  home  upon  repatriation,  but 
returned  as  soon  as  posible  to  a  coun¬ 
try  where  there  was  no  assurance  of 
security  whatever.  They  have  remained 
in  Communist-controlled  territory  for 
some  two  years  now. 

"We  cannot  question  their  ^courage 
and  loyalty.  Their  experiences  enable 
them  to  judge  the  advisibility  of  re¬ 
maining  or  leaving  better  than  anyone 
outside  of  China  can  possibly  do.  To 
these  individual  decisions  the  Board 
gives  its  unqualified  support.  We  strong¬ 
ly  agree  with  them  that  for  missionaries 
to  remain  in  China  is  a  hindrance  to 
Chinese  Christians  on  whom  the  im¬ 
mediate  hope  of  the  Christian  witness 
in  China  lies. 

“The  very  nature  of  the  mission  work 
of  Southern  Baptists  abroad  is  such 
that  the  missionaries  may  withdraw 
without  uprooting  the  work.  From  the 
beginning  responsibility  is  placed  upon 
the  national  workers."

China  are:  Alfred  Wolfe  Yocum,  who 
has  served  for  three  years  under  Com¬ 
munist  rule  in  the  Interior  Mission; 
Grace  Wells,  Ora  Elizabeth  Gray,  Lo- 
rene  Tilford,  Hattiette  Law  King,  and 
Robert  Fleming  Ricketson,  all  of  Shang¬ 
hai.

Pastors  Challenged  to  Assure 

Support  ef  Mission  Volunteer*

A  mission  Volunteer  Fellowship  Con¬ 
ference  was  held  at  Southwestern  Sem¬ 
inary,  Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  in  February. 
Registration  totaled  Ml  students  from 
25  campuses.  The  emphasis  culminated 
with  a  Missionary  Day  address  by  Dr. 
W.  A.  Criswell,  who  recently  visited  our 
mission  fields.  He  spoke  of  the  great 
aorrow  which  he  felt  when  as  a  student 
in  the  seminary;  those  called  of  God 
for  foreign  mission  service  could  not 
be  appointed  because  of  lack  of  funds. 
He  dedicated  his  life  then  and  there  to 
become  just  as  earnest  in  the  support 
ef  foreign  missions  here  at  home  as 


the  missionaries  arc  in  serving  their 
Lord  overseas. 

At  the  close  of  his  message,  Dr.  Crij. 
well  asked  those  who  felt  God  calling 
them  to  go  as  missionaries  to  come  for* 
ward.  Then  he  asked  the  pastors  who 
would  dedicate  their  lives  to  holding 
the  ropes  here  at  home  in  the  support 
of  foreign  missions  to  likewise  come 
forward.  A  very  large  number  of  stu* 
dent  pastors  surrendered  to  this  appeal 

More  than  500  mission  volunteers  now 
in  our  seminaries  are  depending  on  their 
fellow  Baptists  here  at  home  to  make 
it  possible  for  them  to  give  their  lives 
in  missionary  service.  I  am  sure  that 
many  preachers  throughout  the  South* 
land  feel  their  obligation  as  earnestly 
as  did  those  who  came  forward  that 
morning. 

The  week  began  with  an  address  by 
Dr.  Rankin  to  the  mission  volunteers 


on  Monday  night  at  which  time  he  stated 
that  the  increased  cooperative  giving  of 


Southern  Baptists  in  1950  will  make  it 
possible  for  us  to  appoint  100  mission* 
aries  in  1951. 

Forty  Yoar*  Makes  a  Difference 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Charles  F.  Stapp, 
who  has  served  in  Brazil  for  42  years, 
includes  the  encouraging  news  of  the 
recent  Brazilian  Baptist  Convention, 
which  met  in  Campos.  He  compares  this 
meeting  with  the  first  one  he  attended 
40  years  ago.  He  says; 

"There  were  high  hours,  home  mi* 
sions,  foreign  missions,  the  publics* 
lions’  golden  celebratifn  and  the  after* 
noon  discussion  of  state  help  for  our 
institutions.  It  was  interesting  to  bear 
our  best  men  discuss  the  question  and 
all  of  them  against  it.  .  .  . 

"I  was  a  messenger  to  a  convention 
in  Campos  40  years  ago,  my  first.  Things 
have  changed  a  lot  since  then.  There 
were  more  preachers  present  this  time 
than  there  were  messengers  then;  the 
missionaries  had  to  do  just  about  all 
the  leading  and  discussing  then.  They 
hardly  said  a  word  this  time.  Then  wo 
had  no  trained  Brazilian  pastors  to 
speak  of,  now  there  are  more  than  500 
...  .1  could  not  help  but  remember  and 
think  of  the  sacrifices  of  those  old  timers 
who  planted  the  Baptist  work  in  Brasil 
and  have  gone  on  to  their  reward.  I  ® 
the  only  one  left.  The  missionaries  pres* 
ent  at  this  meeting  were  of  another 
generation,  most  of  them  born  sine* 
1911.  Tliis  may  be  my  very  last  conven¬ 
tion,  too.”

way  a  few  days  later.

1.  Be  consecrated  to  the  task  and  pray 
for  God’s  guidaoce  in  all  that  I  do. 

2.  Attend  all  rehearsals,  unless  prov¬ 
identially  hindered,  and  do  my  best 
to  always  be  on  time.  We  know  that 
a  choir  cannot  be  at  iU  best  with¬ 
out  regular  practice. 

S.  Be  present  on  Sunday,  unless  prov¬ 
identially  hindered,  and  take  my 
place  in  the  choir  reverently  and 
promptly.  This  makes  for  a  more 
spiritually  alive  worship  service. 

4.  Be  willing  to  follow  suggestions  of 
Choir  Director  and  to  do  parts  asked 
of  me— accept  the  task  cheerfully 
and  try  to  do  my  best. 

5.  Make  suggestions  to  my  Choir  Di- 
ector  about  special  music  we  should 
learn,  but  do  so  at  other  times 
rather  than  during  the  choir  rehear¬ 
sals.  This  will  enable  rehearsals  to 
be  done  in  order  and  without  the 
loss  of  valuable  time. 

I.  Remember  that  the  music  program 
is  a  vital  part  of  our  service  for 
Christ  and  that  we  want  all  our 
efforts  to  please  Him  and  help  to 
win  others  to  Him.

Biggs  of  Osyka,  was  called  from  this 
earthly  life.  Although  there  are  Innu¬ 
merable  splendid  things  that  might  well 
be  said  of  him,  the  life  that  he  lived, 
the  life  that  we  saw,  serves  far  better 
as  a  lasting  tribute  to  him  than  mere 
words  from  the  hearts  of  friends. 

Dr.  Biggs  was  a  noble  and  modest 
man,  firm  In  convictions,  blameless  in 
demeanor,  sympathetic  to  the  unfortun¬ 
ate,  and  helpful  to  all  with  whom  be 
came  in  contact.  For  many  years  a 
deacon  and  chairman  of  the  deacons  of 
Osyka  Church,  he  was  also  teacher  of 
the  Baracas  Men's  Bible  Class,  an  ac¬ 
tive  worker  In  the  Training  Union,  and 
the  faithful  Bible-study  teacher  for  the 
Women’s  Missionary  Society  and  the 
Young  Women's  Auxiliary. 

He  had  been  blind  for  nearly  20  years, 
but  that  handicap  was  soon  turned  Into 
a  spiritual  stepping  stone  as  he  learned 
to  read  Braille.  His  constant  study  of 
the  scriptures,  along  with  a  powerful 
prayer  life?  served  to  give  the  Holy 
Spirit  opportunity  to  reveal  to  him  in  a 
very  special  way  great  insight  Into  the 
deeper  meanings  of  the  scriptures. 

To  those  who  knew  him  well,  it  was 
obvious  that  one  of  the  great  Inner 
yearnings  of  his  great  heart  waa  to  ap¬ 
preciate  to  himself  the  great  challenge 
in  n  Timotbey  2:15,  "Study  to  show  thy¬ 
self  approved  unto  Ood.  a  workman 
that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth.”
